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Miami Arms Figure Gets

NEW YORK-—irwin Schindler, 
32-year-old Miami flyer, received 
a suspended sentence last week 
on his plea of guilty to a Fed- 
eral charge of conspiracy in an 
alleged arms smuggling ring for 
Israel. 

Schindler was one of nine U. S. 
residents indicted Jast year by a 
federal grand jury in Miami. He 
was accused of conspiracy to fly 
B-17’s to Israel via Czechoslova- 
kia Jast June. 

Charles Winters, also of Mi- 
ami, was the first defendant to 
appear in court. He is awaiting 
action on an appeal from a sen- 
tence of 18 months in prison and 
a heavy fine. 


Czechs Will Yield 
20.000 Jews To Israel 

LONDON (JTA)—A _ report 
reaching here this week from 
Prague said that the Israeli Le- 
gation there announced that it 
had asked the Czechoslovak gov- 
.ernment to speed the emigration 
of about 20,000 Jews and had re- 
ceived “a positive answer.” 

The Legation’s announcement 
said that Israel’s immigration 
program required most of the im- 
migrants from Czechoslovakia to 
start their journey to Israeli be- 
fore the end of May. After that, 
shipping space will be limited, the 
announcement indicated,

The New York spokesman for 
the CPZ, the formal internal op- 
position to the present ZOA Jea- 
dership, was commenting on the 
announcement last week by Sam- 
uel F. Jacobson, former president 
of the Chicago ZOA district, an- 
nouncing his backing of Frisch, 
a ZOA vice president, 

Jacobson, in announcing the en- 
dorsement on behalf of himself 
and other CPZ members in Chi- 
cago, said he hoped that Frisch 
might “bring harmony out of the 
mess the Zionist are now facing.” 

The national CPZ spokesman 
said that Jacobson spoke only 
for himself and not for any 
other member of the CPZ in 
Chicago. 


Jacobson’s statement followed 
the action of the Chicago ZOA 
district executive in voting endore 
sement of Frisch’s candidacy. 

The New Jersey endorsement 
was announced by Martin Adolf, 
president of the N. J. Zionist re- 
gion, which Adolf said represent- 
ed 13,000 ZOA members.

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Frank Reports From Israel 


U.S. Jewish Leaders Should Live 
48 Hours in an Israel DP Camp 


By M. Z. FRANK 

bom AVIV, Feb. 27—The question is, where are you going to 
put ‘hem up for the night. Another question is, how are you 

going to get American Jews to invest in business enterprises in 

Israel with profit to themselves and to the country? 

When I visited a reception center for Immigrants, with the 
the terrible overcrowding, little better—if at all—than the DP 
camps, with rows and rows of beds in a long barracks, where 
whole families seemed to occupy a bed e€AcChy gyi: 
where in the yard a barber set up his shop in 
what used to be the sentry booth, I felt that I 
would like to put every American Jewish leader 
into that place for 48 hours to make them appre- 
ciate their tasks. But something is being done, 
though not enough—not nearly enough, 

What the government of Israel is doing, is 
their business. They have to do something to 
survive. But anything Jews from the outside can . 
do in a constructive way can help. I saw in Je- 
rusalem the Beth-Halutzoth, a hotel for girls in the city, financed 
by the Womens’ League for Palestine. It is an institution where 
immigrant girls and girls of underprivileged homes in Jerusalem 
are given housing, occupational training, assistance with securing 
jobs, and education. The institution is managed by the Women’s 
Council (Moatzat Hapoalot) of the Histadruth and is naturally 
run in their spirit. 

I saw many good institutions run by the Histadruth in Jeru- 
salem, But not every immigrant in Israel and not every group 
of sympathizers in America wants to have it run the Histadruth 
way. There are religious institutions, Only the other day, while 
looking for a cousin of my wife from Rumania, I found her in 
what is considered the main religious youth farm in Israel, near 
Haifa. It is called Kefar Hanoar Hadati. Although I came there 
looking for a relative (whom I found, a 15-year-old girl), I natur- 
ally took an interest in the place itself, and I was greatly im- 
pressed. You may find it amusing, but they miss the best part 
of their publicity by not being permitted to take pictures on the 
Sabbath, which is the best show they can put on. However, they 
invited me for Purim, 

Thus, there are institutions run by various groups and their 
sympathizers abroad to house and to guide immigrants. Such is 
the pattern of this country. The large funds, such as the UPA, 
provide for the large overall needs of immigration, colonization, 
ete. But from there on the work branches off into activities ini- 
tiated and controlled by various parties and groups, 





I DON’T THINK IT IS EITHER realistic or wise to talk glibly 
about the abolition of all separate activities and the need to put 
them all under one big roof. There is no absolute rule. There you 
are: the Labor Zionists and their sympathizers, the Mizrachi and 
their sympathizers (branched off into divisions) run their hostels, 
their youth homes; Hadassah runs its own institutions, some.of which 
are universally acclaimed, while others are more or less in friendly 
competition with similar institutions managed by the Left or the 
Right, This sort of competition, so long as it is constructive, so 
Jong as the smaller activities do not overshadow or rival the over- 
all ones (such as UPA), is healthy for the country and, serves as 
a good stimulant to Zionists in America. 

The General Zionists have come in a bit too late on that 
scene. They are trying to catch up on lost time, not always 
the right way. There is an Israel Goldstein Home for immi- 
garnts on 54 Basel street, Tel-Aviv. What this country, what 
American Zionism needs, is competition with the Goldstein 
House. Let there be a Silver House, a Neumann House, a 
Levinthal House and a Daniel Frisch House, trying to outdo 
one another in constructive help for immigrants. Let each one 
try to do one bigger and better, Let each one think up a new 
trick, a new type of helpful activity. I don’t care, so long as 
it is constructive and helps the country. That’s the only way 
to win in Israel—build! 

Some immigrants are just Zionists, or just Jews. They don’t 
feel like being affiliated with either a pronounced socialist or a 
pronounced religious institution, Some are even consciously, mil- 
itantly, General-Zionist, that is, they are opposed to the other 
brands of Zionism. They, too, deserve the kind of special atten- 
tion that the others get, They are getting it, but as I said, the 
General Zionists have come in on the scene a bit too late. What

Rabbi Weiner said that use of the Beka could 
be tied to a revival of an ancient Sabbath of 
Shekalim, which signified to every Jew that 
while he was a loyal citizen of his new country, 
he remained “culturally and spiritually bound 
to Zion and to his people.” 

Rabbi Weiner said that though the Hebrew 
University is different in many ways from the 
ancient academies of learning in Biblical Israel, 
it was “still the institution which can best serve 
as the symbolic continuum of that dedication 
to the mind and spirit which the Temple, and 
the great academies of learning once symbol- 
ized.”

ization in Palestine.” 

“But the great sea of Jewish 
homelessness will not be drained 
through this one channel,” the 
statement said, “The Freeland 
League will therefore continue 
energetically with its negoti# 
tions in Holland and Surinam.” 

The statement warned U. & 
Jews against “repetition of the 
fatal historic mistake of 40 years 
ago, when because of national 
shortsightedness, the offer of 4 
Jewish land in Uganda was fr 
jected, Surinam dare not become 
a second Uganda in the history 
of the Jewish people.”

nt, Rosenwald declared 
that “It is one of the most gratify- 
ng developments which should 
stimulate us to do more of what 
we have done in the past in the 
hope that more organizations will 
move in the same direction.” 

The statement in which the 


| Council presidnt found this en- 


couragement was one of vigorous 
and repeated emphasis on the po- 
jitical separation of American 
Jews and Israeli. 


Committee Statement 

“Citizens of the United States 
gre Americans and citizens of Is- 
yael are Israeli; this we affirm 
with all its implications; and just 
as our own Government speaks 
only for its own citizens and Is- 
yael speaks only for its citizens,” 
the American Jewish Committee 
statement asserted. (NJP Jan. 
%). 

Rosenwaid went on to Say that 
“deeds speak more eloquently 
than words” and that “we... 
must ask for implementation of 
principles in action” 

The tone of the Rosenwald 
letter was optismistic. He de- 
clared that “ ‘the trend 
seems to be coming our way,” 
and he looked forward to in- 
creasing cooperation “in work 
and action, with those organi- 
zations moving in the direction 
of integration.” 

The letter declared that “. 
the long standing confusion be- 
tween Jew and Zionist and now 
the relation of both to Israel will 
not evaporate overnight nor by 
the mere publication of state- 
ments ... That we have carried 
alarge part of the responsibility 
for making it clear that these con- 
fusions do exist and must be dis- 
pelled, should now encourage us 
to go on, more energetically than 
ever to help determine the ulti- 
mate way of. life for Americans 
of Jewish faith, which clarifica- 
tion must and will bring.” 

The letter clarified to some ex- 

tent the exact nature of Council 
objection to Zionist activity in the 
U. 8., with a listing of some of 
the effects of “Jewish national- 
ism” to which the Council ob- 
jected. 
Rosenwald charged that the 
“program of Jewish nationalism 
+.» Means increasing segrega- 
tion ,. . It includes activities for 
youth camps to train children for 
life in Israel, emigration of Jews 
from America to Israel to supply 
the population needs of Israel, 
continued political activity in be- 
half of Israel, here in the United 
States on the part of American 
titizens segregated in a sectarian 
group.” 

The Council president summed 
w the organization’s charges in 
this sentence: 

It Burns the Council 

“Jewish nationalism means har- 
hessing the interest, devotion and 
Tesources of Americans of Jew- 
ish faith to a foreign state, result- 
ing inevitably in detriment to our 
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needs in America.” 

He laid down the agenda for 
the Chicago meeting in these 
terms: “How to deal with these 
problems and to advance our 
own ideas of integration for 
Americans of Jewish faith will 
be our major concern in Chi- 
cago.” 

Council acceptance of the Jew- 
ish State as “a fact” was emphas- 
ized in the Rosenwald letter, 
which expressed the hope that Is- 
rael might enjoy peace, prosper- 
ity and democracy.

Council Urges Jews 
Back Aid To Arab DPs 


NEW YORK — (JTA) — The 
American Council for Judaism 
this week addressed a letter to 
various religious bodies through- 
out the country urging them to 
issue a joint statement calling for 
‘adequate relief and early re- 
patriation and resettlement and 
social rehabilitation of 750,000 
refugees from the recent hostili- 
ties in Palestine.” 

The letter, signed by Lessing 
J. Rosenwald, president of the 
organization, called attention to 
the difficult situation of the 
Arab refugees and emphasized 
that the joint statement in sup- 
port of refugee relief measures 
should be issued “in that spirit 
of compassion and brotherhood 
which is a cardinal tenet of our 
Judaic-Christian heritage.” 

Central religious bodies to 
which the letter was sent includ- 
ed the Federal Council of 
Churches of Christ in America, 
the Synagogue Council of Amer- 
ica, the National Catholic Wel- 
fare Conference and the Church 
World Service.

BERLIN — (WNS) — Dr. E.

Britain Gives Out With Usual Grouls 





Aqaba Strip 


In Swift and Bloodless Thrust 


TEL AVIV—Israeli troops, in a bloodless operation, drove Trans- 
jordan Legion soldiers from a strategically important strip on the 
Red Sea near the vital port of Aqaba in a successful bid to snatch 
a bargaining card from Transjordan. 


After several days of confused reports, mostly emanating from 


Amman, the capital of Transjor- 
dan, it became clear that the Isra- 
eli had nailed down control of 
more of the territory awardea 
them under the United Nations 
partition decision. 

Great Britain made the usual 
threatening noises and talked 
about treaty obligations with 
Transjordan, But no _ British 
troops were involved in the brief 
skirmish and none were likely to 
be sent into the Israeli territory, 
The strip is known as Elath. 

The seven-mile desert stretch 
represents the joining point of 
the Israeli Negev holdings with 
the Red Sea and it separates 
Transjordan from Egypt. 

Before the UN granted it to 

Israel, the strip was used by 
Transjordan and British forces 
as a link with Egypt. The Is- 

raeli confirmed their claims 
when they learned that Arab 

Legion forces had taken stra- 
tegic positions along the strip. 

The Israeli moved in some 
3,000 troops and armor with only 
one clash, a minor exchange of 
gunfire with Israel and Legion 
troops made light contact in the 
operation. 

Observers here said it appeared 
that King Abdullah of Transjor- 
dan had hoped to present the Is- 
raeli and the UN with a fait ac- 
compli which he could use for 
bargaining purposes in the armis- 


‘tice talks now going on at Rhodes. 


If Abdullah had been able to 
hold Elath, he would have had 
independent land communication 
with Egypt and a powerful coun- 
ter to back his. hopes for a high- 
way from his country to the coas- 
tal strip between Rafah and Gaza. 
That costal strip went to Egypt 
under the armistice agreement 
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that country signed recently with 
Israel at Rhodes, 

Dr, Ralph J. Bunche, UN medi- 
ator, called the Israeli military 
activity a breach of the truce, a 
charge he also leveled against 
Transjordan. He indicated how- 
ever that he did not take too 
grave a view of the situation by 
expressing the opinion that it 
would not affect Transjordan-Is- 
rael negotiations which brought 
a formal cease-fire agreement last 
week. 


Transjordan willingness to 
sign a cease-fire agreement, de- 
spite British efforts to inflate 
the Elath movements, was re- 
garded as a sign that Abdullah 
was not ready to play Britain’s 
game on such slight trump 
cards, 


At London, British Minister of 
State Hector McNeil, without 
waiting for a definite report on 
what was happening in some of 
the wildest desert country in the 
world, said Britain was taking 
“a serious view” of the situation.

“The third test of this charac- 
ter proceeded along such extra- 
ordinary lines that I went to get 
an SS camp physician as a wit- 
ness, since I was conducting the 
tests alone. It was a sustained 
test without oxygen at the equiv- 
alent of 29,400 feet altitude, con- 
ducted on a 37-year-old Jew in 
good general condition. Respira- 
tion continued for thirty min- 
utes.. After four minutes. the 
Test Person began to perspire 
and roll his head. After five min- 
utes spasms appeared; between 
the sixth and tenth minute 
respiration increased in _fre- 
quency, the Test Person losing 
consciousness, From the eleventh 
to the thirtieth minute respira- 
tion slowed down to three inhala- 
tions per minute, only to cease 
entirely at the end of that period. 
Meanwhile intense cyanosis was 
observed, together with frothing 
at the mouth, At five-minute in- 
tervals electrocardiograph trac- 
ings were recorded in three sec- 
tions. After respiration had 
ceased such records were made 
continuously until heart action 
had ceased completely. Subse- 
uently, about half an hour after 
breathing had ceased, an autopsy 
was begun.”

These quotations are from the 
evidence in the trial of 23 SS 
physicians and scientists before 
an American Military Tribunal, 
of which “Doctors of Infamy” is 
the summary. In the general 
press, the quatations, without 
comment, would be an adequate 
review of the book. I feel, how- 
ever, that the Jewish reviewer 
has an obligation to go further. 

The Jewish reader reacts in 
one of several different ways to 


these revelations of evil. Some 
may shudder’ and_— exclaim, 
“What’s the use of bringing 


these things up? Let’s forget it, 
now the war is over and the 
worst Nazis hanged. What good 
does it do to rehearse these hor- 
rors?” These are the people who 
would eliminate all reference to 
the crimes of Haman from the 
Book of Esther and make no 
mention of the afflictions in 
Egypt on Seder Night, 

Others say, ‘““These are the pe- 
culiar symptoms of the furor 
teutonicus. The Germans are 
wicked people. They got what 
was coming them. Thank God, 
we are not as they, and besides, 
we live in a civilized country 
where such things could never 
happen.” 


Many, many more will prob- 
ably respond to this documen- 
tation as they react to an ap- 
peal on Yom Kippur, with ang- 
uished tears—which do not en- 
tirely rule out a certain com- 
placency at their own compara- 
tive good fortune. The suf-

This book has not been worth 
the effort of publication, the ex- 
penditure of paper and ink, if 
these are the only responses 
Jews can make to it, For here, 
I think, is a picture every Jew 
must consider thoughtfully. Here 
is a picture of men become—not 
beasts, for beasts do not act so 
—-but men become vile and per- 
verted through rationalization, 
the discarding of “superstition,” 
the denial of moral laws given 
directly from God to man. This 
does not mean, as Bernard Shaw 
once scornfully jeered, that every 
atheist will steal the spoons. 

I think it does mean that once 
the first step is taken to weaken 
the moral law, when man’s duty 
to science, or the state, or the 
party, is unrelated to absolutes 
of right and wrong, when “Thou 
shalt not kill” is modified to 
read, “except undesirables,” 
there is no impregnable barrier 
left to the deepest degradation. 

The import of such facts to us 
must be a realization that these 
are not simply Schutz Staffel, or 
Nazi, or German aberrations, but 
are possible to all men—our- 
selves as well as_ the nations 
among whom we sojourn.

Rumanian Reds Shoot and Kill 
Two Jews Fleeing Across Border 


VIENNA—(WNS)—Two Jewish youths were killed along the 
Rumanian-Hungarian frontier when they attempted to cross the 
border with the ultimate intention of reaching Israel, it was dis. 


disclosed here by a number of Jews who recently fled 


mania. 

The two youths, both 20 years 
of age, were said to have been 
shot to death by a sentry of Jew- 
ish Communists said to have 
been formed by the Jewish De- 
mocratic Committee, the only le- 
gal Jewish organization under the 
Communist regime in Rumania, 
to prevent Jewish emigration 
from that country. The men were 
about to cross the berder when 
they were seized. Realizing they 
would be penalized the youths 
rsisted their captors. 


Others who tried to flee were 
handcuffed and sent back to Bu- 
charest, where they were re- 
ported to have been tried and 
given stiff sentences. During the 
months ef January and Febru- 
ary five Jews were reported to 
have been shot and about sixty, 
including women, were eaptured 
and given prison terms ranging 
up to three years. 


These sources reveal that spir- 
itual and cultural extermination 
of Jews in Rumania is going on 
at an accelerated pace, The lat- 
est move in that direction in- 
volves Hebrew schools and Yes- 
hivahs. Acting at the alleged sug- 
gestion of the Jewish Democra- 
tic Committee, the Ministry of 
Education issued a decree pro- 
hibiting private religious instruc- 
tion to Jewish children. 

A private tutor who was 
in 2 small Transylvanian town 
was reported to have been giv- 
en a five-year prison sentence 
in addition to a heavy money 
penalty. The parents of the 
children were each given two- 
year terms, 

Meanwhile it was reported that 
the two Yiddish state schools 
were opened in the Rumanian 
cities of Bucharest and Timisora 
for the avowed purpose of in- 
cluding patriotism among Ru- 
mania’s Jewish youth and wiping 
out “the bourgeois mentality of 
Zionism which unfortunately is 
widespread among the Jewish 
youth,” 

At the same time the Ruman- 
ian Cabinet was said to have pub- 
lished a decree dissolving the offi- 
ces of the Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee and ORT. The Federation 
of Jewish Communities in Ru- 
mania was appointed as liqui- 
dator of the property of the or- 
ganizations. Relief supplies taken 
over from the JDC, a spokesman 
of the Federation declared, will 
be distributed among the needy 
Jews.

U.S. Army Camps Oper

VIENNA — (JTA) — Unite 
States Army authorities here 
agreed to postpone closing of 
three camps used to house Jey. 
ish refugees because of thg ip. 
creasing flow of Jewish refugees 
from southeastern Europe. 


The three camps had _ been 
scheduled for closing this month 
and readaptation for use by the 
Army. In view, however, of the 
increased flight of Jews from 
the eastern European countries, 
particularly Hungary, it was de 
cided to keep the camps open an. 
other month to provide housing 
for the new refugees until their 
transportation to Israel could be 
arranged. 


Arrival of refugees from Hun. 
gary is now greater than de 
parture to Israel as a result of 
inadequate shipping accommoda. 
tion. Jewish authorities here 
have just received word that they 
will have shipping space this 
month for 2,000 men, women and 
children, but new arrivals will 
more than make up for these 
departures,

Detroit Kosher Butchers Accused 
Of Deliberate High Prices on Meat

DETROIT—The Jewish Community Council of Detroit this 


week blasted the Detroit Kosher Butchers Association for a “de 
liberate effort” to “maintain prices on a high level.” 

A resolution containing the charge followed rejection by the 
putchers of three proposals from a committee to investigate kosher 
meat prices, the latest reaction to protests by Detroit Jewish house- 
wives. 

After weeks of negotiations, the Community Council commit- 
tee proposed three steps to the butchers: 

1. The butchers were asked to put up bulletin boards in each 
shop showing the current prices for each cut of meat. 

2, The butchers were to send itemized bills with all delivery 
orders. On carry-out orders, they were to write only the prices of 
the items on the wrapper without specifying the kind and quan- 
tity of meat. 

3. The butchers association was to set up a committee to meet 
regularly with the Jewish community Council and work toward a 
solution of the problem. 

The butchers association met and rejected all three proposals. 
The Jewish Community Council thereupon adopted the following 
resolution: 

“Resolved that the Jewish Community Council go on record 
as condemning what appears to be a deliberate effort on the part 
of the Kosher Butchers Association to maintain prices on a high 
level.” 

Delegates to the committee also voted to make another attempt 
to negotiate with the butchers. 

The delegates agreed that if the kosher butchers continued 
to reject all efforts to deal with the problem, the Jewish Com- 
munity Council would report to the Anglo-Jewish and Yiddish 
press and to all constituent organizations the facts found in 
the committee’s investigation. 

The Community Council's internal relations committee made a 
similar investigation two years ago. At that time the committee 
issued a report saying that kosher meat prices were higher than 
they should be in some cases. 

Detroit spokesmen told The Post two years ago that the total 
absence of any police powers made enforcement of any findi g 
impossible. The report in 1947 did not go as far as the curw 
findings, however, and did not pose the issue of what could be 
done if specific proposals were offered to bring down exorbitant 
prices and the butchers refused.

WHEN B'NAI B'BRITH WOULDN'T TAKE 
“A PARTISAN STAND" ON ZIONISM 


By CARL ALPERT 
ig recent months I have had occasion to comment on the almost 
unanimous support which the Zionist cause today enjoys from 
almost every stratum of American Jewry. The American Jewish 
Committee appears to have appointed itself a special protector of 
our relationship with Israel; but the B’nai B’rith almost throws it- 
self out of joint in its agitated effort to prove that it was pro- 
Zionist even before Herzl. Only the American Council for Judaism 
remains unregenerate and unreconstructed. 

The friendly support and endorsement which Israel is today 
receiving from groups which have previously remained on the 
sidelines is most commendable. Such outspoken friendship is all 
the more a credit to the integrity and honesty of organizations 
which have the courage to admit they were wrong. 

There is no mortal sin in admitting an error in policy. All of 
us are at times guilty of mistakes in judgment and opinion, and 
only time can reveal to us where we erred. Openly to confess 
such error is a sign of courage.

IT IS FOR THESE REASONS that I am surprised by the ef- 
fort of the Anti-Defamation League to distort its own past record, 
With or without documents, almost everyone knows that the A.D.L. 
was for years consistently hostile to Zionism, and remained so 
under an unenlightened leadership. In more recent years, under 
the direction of Benjamin R. Epstein, the A.D.L. has undergone a 
thorough house-cleaning, and has emerged as a respectable organ- 
ization of which the B’nai_ B'rith need not be ashamed, even 
though its program may not command unanimous support. 

A few weeks ago in one of these columns, my Steten Island 
ferry friend, a chap named Zalman, cited an old A,D.L. pamphlet 
named “How Far Zionism?” Even the title should have been 
enough to indicate the direction taken in the contents. Yet in an 
open letter in the February “A.PD.L. Bulletin,” Mr. Epstein, in a 
rather aggrieved tone, complains that Zalman, and I, have not been 
fair. 

I don’t like to argue with Mr. Epstein. People tell me he is a 
swell fellow-—-and the very point I had wanted to make—then and 
now-—is that there is a big difference between the A.D.L. of today 
and the A.D.L. of another day. But he has been led astray, I fear, 
by his loyalty to his organization. It’s a difficult matter under an) 
circumstances to defend that old A.D.L. And to defend the partic- 
vlar pamphlet from the Fireside Discussion Series is even more 
difficult, 

After a fairly objective factual survey of the history of 
Zionism, the pamphlet closes with a discussion of the philoso- 
phy and theory of the movement. It offers only one authorita- 
live quotation, that of anti-Zionist Morris Jastrow, who seeks 
to show “how fallacious it is to seek for a solution of the 
Jewish Question by the creation of such a state.” 

In hs defense Mr. Epstein is careless enough to say that “the 
pamphlet, of course, also quoted lots of pro-Zionist authoritiets.” 
Well! I’ve gone through it four times, and I fail to find a single 
argument, a single quotation, a Single pro-Zionist reference. There 
are no other quotations, and the argument is left to stand on Prof. 
Jastrow’s fulminations. 

Then the pamphlet concludes with such “questions for discus- 
sion” as “Do you think it is fair to try and eliminate the Arab from 
Palestine? How far should the Zionist Party go in trying to make 
Palestine a national homeland?”

THE POINT I WANT TO MAKE is that nothing is gained by 
defending an old and a dead policy. By contrast to the above, 
A.D,_L.’s present policy is a comfort and an encouragement, and I 
began this discussion to emphasize the contrast. 

The same is true of the B'nai B'rith. It is good to find the 
organization so outspokenly on the side of Israel at last. It 
makes excellent contrast to the days when so eminent a spokesman 
from the Order as Joseph L. Kun could write (1939) unchallenged: 
“The B'nai B’rith could not without threat to its existence, permit 
itself to take a partisan stand on such a controversial question as 
Zionism.”

When he was 
asked why he did such a thing, 
he replied: “Well, the gentiles 
are saying that St. Petersburg 
is crowded with Jews. Let the 
goy see how few we really are,” 


Kovner is especially intrigued 
at the dances in St. Petersburg 
for men and women of 70 years 
and up. Hundreds of the old peo- 
ple attended the dances, and they 
cavort all evening long. Fre- 
quently, an old greybeard passes 
out at the dances, “but they cart 
him quietly off, and the dance 
goes on,” Kovner says that his 
grandfather spent his declining 
days not dancing but fasting. In 
fact, when it came to discovering 
reasons for fasting, his grandfa- 
ther was the “galitzyaner Edi- 
son.”

Stung by the 
sharp criticism 
of both friends 
and enemies that 
it has failed to

ate American Jewry, the ZOA 
trotted out some statistics. 

Obscured by the smoke of bat- 
tle that has marked the hectic 
progress of the massive ZOA to- 
ward its geal of helping to bring 
about a Jewish State, steady 
work has been done and is being 
expanded in the educational field. 

Carl Alpert, director of the 
ZOA education department, an- 
swered the question: “What is 
the ZOA actually doing to carry 
out the second half of its basic 
philosophy?” with a frank ad- 
mission that the ZOA has neglec- 
ted education for years. 

But Alpert said that the next 
ZOA education bydget will be the 
largest in history and that a real 
effort is underway to educate the 
huge 250 000-membership. 

200 Classes Going 

Perhans the most significant 
effort of the education work is 
the total of more than 200 class- 
es and courses in Jewish history, 
Hebrew and other subjects con- 
ducted by ZOA groups through- 
out the United States. 

Alpert said these all were 
sustained, periodic, regular 
classes, not one-night stands, 
and that the total of such class- 
es was growing. The most 
populer subject is Hebrew and 
the education department has 
sold more than 10,000 copies of 
the ZOA’s “Hebrew  Self- 
Taught” for those classes, 

Last summer the ZOA awarded 
five scholarships to American 
Jewish youth for a year of study 
in Israel. This year the total will 
be 100. Alpert said the selection 
was being decentralized with the 
specific aim of making sure that 
the scholarships go not to a hand- 
ful of national honorary winners 
but to the best young people in 
the community. 

The first major project in vis- 
ual aids to Jewish education has 
been undertaken by the ZOA, A

A RABBIS DAUGHTER LED FIGHT 
FOR WOMEN’S RIGHTS CENTURY AGO 


By HELEN COHEN 

LL OF YOU must have a mental picture—perhaps a vague 
A one—of the women who 100 years ago, had the temerity to 
step out of the home and fight for women’s rights. You most 
likely feel they were a bit on the aggressive, unfeminine side. Yet 
to them, we owe many of the reforms which we take for granted 
today. 

Did you know that one of these women—-and a handsome vi- 
brant fighter she was—came from a Jewish home, the daughter 
of a rabbi? 

Ernestine Potowski Rose was born in 1810 in , in 4 es 





Poland, travelled over Europe fighting for freedom i 
even aS a young woman, married William E, Rose 
in England when she was 26, then came to Ameri- 
ca where she became “a potent force in various re- 
form movements” (including the abolition drive, 
free schools, and freedom of religion, as well as 
women’s rights). 

Her story—or at least as much of it as the 

author can piece together—is told in “Pilgrims in 
a new land,” latest volume from historian Lee M. Friedman of 
Boston. . 
Even in his brief and sketchy account, the crusading lady 
eatches your fancy. The few quotations from her speeches show 
her so courageous and clear-thinking that you are saddened to 
learn of her bed-ridden—and, I presume, lonely—old age until her 
death in 1892. 

After 20 years of active leadership in the Women’s Rights 
movement, of touring the country as an eloquent and renowned lec- 
turer, Ernest Rose returned in 18669 to England. “Her married life 
had been unhappy and ended in divorce. Her fiery zeal, restless 
energy and unsparing activities , . . to obtain justice, had wrecked 
her healt...” 

Historian Friedman quotes a reform newspaper “The Libera- 
tor,” during her lifetime: “Ernestine Rose has accomplished for the 
eleva’ of her sex and the amelioration of social conditions a 
wor \....ch can be ascribed to few women of her time.” 

Here is a sample of her outpourings (with an introduction by 
Friedman) so you will understand what I’m raving about: 

One of her speeches, delivered at Syacuse in 1852, when 
she was presented to the convention as a “Polish lady who had 
been educated in the Jewish faith,” still remains one of the 
cause’s landmarks ... At a time when, in the fashion of the 
day, it was considered a sure-fire and devastating answer to 
woman’s claims of rights, to quote texts from Holy Scripture 
relegating woman to the position of menial caretaker of her 
husband’s household, she made bold to answer: 

“For my part, I see no need to appeal to any written authority, 
particularly when it is so obscure and indefinite as to admit of dif- 
ferent interpretations, When the inhabitants of Boston converted 
their harbor into a teapot, rather than to submit to unjust taxes, 
they did not go to the Bible for their authority, for if they had 
they would have been told from the same authority to ‘give unto 
Caesar what belongs to Caesar.’ Had the people, when they rose 
in the might of their right to throw off the British yoke, appealed 
to the Bible for authority, it would have answered them ‘submit 
to the powers that be, for they are from God.’ No! On human 
rights and freedom—on a subject that is as self-evident as that two 
and two make four, there is no need of any wrifien authority ., .”

IW YOU’LL GIVE me time to 
elarify and codify my _ experi- 
ences on this trip to the West 
Coast, I’ll be able to report to 
you and give you a survey of the 
feelings and direction of a great 
segment of U.S. Jewry. 

What these Jewish communi- 
ties and these Jewish leaders 
want and need is valid just as 
well as for the entire U, S. Jew- 
ish community. 

The editorial I wrote about a 

revolution in the U. S. Jewish 
community was as accurate as 
anything I've put together. 

There is a great unrest, a great 
dissatisfaction and a_ great 
amount of undirected thinking, 

What will happen, I don’t 
know, but I do know that some- 
thing is happening. My only hope 
is for an intelligent religious and 
intellectual leadership which will 
be able to direct the great search 
for goals into the proper and 
productive channcls. 

Wherever I went people wan- 
ted to know what would happen 
now to Jews outside of Israel. 
There were predictions—from 
rabbis too that assimilation 


would overtake us all. But for the 
main part, most of the thinking 
doesn’t seem to have reached the 
point where any definitive pre 


diction was being made, 


It became obvious as I con- 
tinued my tour that Zionists were 
not satisfied. Some were still ask- 
ing what was going on within the 
Zionist Organization of America 
but for a good many the question 
went farther and they wanted to 
know why any Zionist organi- 
zation—-not alone a ZOA--was 
necessary now at all. 

I heard Dr. Emanuel Neu- 
mann, the ZOA president, speak 
twice in Los Angeles and once in 
San Francisco and although he 
answered all questions and was 
quite specific in describing the 
tasks still to be done by the ZOA, 
I think that what is really hap- 
pening escaped him entirely. 

What he should be devoting 
thought to is not se much the 
need for retaining the driver in 
case the road suddenly turns 
reugh again as for something for 
the driver to do now that the 
destination has been reached, 

Dr. Neumann makes out a good 
case for the ZOA if there is need 
again for political action or need 
for Israel once again to take up 
arms in her own defense, and in 
terms of the need to provide in- 
vestment capital. 

But suppose Israel’s political 
and military life are serene, then 
only the goal of providing capital 
is left, and for that do we need 
the vast and expensive ZCA ap- 
paratus.? 

I’m not arguing here for the 
disbanding the ZOA. I never 
took that position, I'm pointing 
out the criminal negligence of 
the ZOA leadership in not hav- 
ing provided a plan during 
these many months, for trans- 
forming the ZOA energies and 
discipline and manpower inte 
fhe task of building a fruitful 
and creative U. S. Jewish com 


munity. 

I’m almost afraid it is too late 
to do that now. The ZOA is al- 
ready feeling the effects of the 
psychological letdown following 
the winning of the victory, No 
amount of repetition by Dr. Neu- 
mann that he is not at all sure 
that the Israel war is over nor 
broad hints that hostilities may 
be resumed, will serve to whip 
up the old enthusiasm,

I use the ZOA here to press 
home my point that the revolu- 
tion in the U. S. Jewish commu- 
nity is upon us, and that the day 
of the honeymoon of the nation- 
al agencies is over. This is the 
beginning of the era of the Jocal 
Jewish communities. 

And that is all to the good. 
Our thinking and our action will 
not be given into the hands of 
the few. Out of this change 
will come new leadership and 
from this local leadership can 
come more intelligent handling 
of the problems arising from 
this revolution.

The American Jewish Committee And The Council 


HE American Jewish Committee will 

probably ignore the statement by Lessing 
Rosenwald, president of the American Council 
for Judaism, in which he welcomes that organ- 
ization’s recent pronouncement vis a vis Amer- 
ican Jews and Israel. Yet Mr. Rosenwald is 
justified in hailing the Committee’s stand as 
upholding the position taken these many years 
by the Council. 

But both the Committee and the Council fail 
fundamentally to evaluate the changed attitude 
in the U. S. Jewish community. 

The Council might well have folded its tents 
on May 15 and saved itself a lot of expense and 
unnecessary heartache. The American Jewish 
community does not now need—and after May 
15 did not need—either the Council or the Amer- 
ican Jewish Committee to tell it that the estab. 
lishment of a Jewish State changed its entire’ 
outlook. 

The Zionist Organization of America, whose 


program has necessarily been political these 
many years, now realizes—or if it doesn’t 


recognize that fact now, it never will—that the 
same program no longer arouses any response, 
The U. S. Jewish community is now beginning 
to concern itself with its own future, It is 
turning its gaze from Europe and Israel back 
to itself. Before Mr. Rosenwald knows it, he'll 
be the only person left talking about political 
activity in the U. S. for Israel. 


In summary, the policy statement of the 
American Jewish Committee on the so-called 
“dual loyalty” issued at the last convention was 
entirely pointless and reveals a remarkable in- 
eptitude on the part of its professional leader. 
ship. 

The Council could not have been expected to 
know that it is already fighting a ghost. But 
greater realism could have been expected from 
the American Jewish Committee. 


Intermarriage Remains A: Fact 


ff pions om to sin multiplies sin and the 
good fight against evil is a waste of time, 
since it leads to more evil.” 

That is how Nathan Ziprin, editor of the 
Seven Arts Feature Syndicate, the only U. S. 
Jewish news service besides the Jewish Tele- 
graphic Agency,, starts out to “devastate” the 
NJP editorial urging the adoption of a sensible 
attitude toward intermarriage. 

Mr. Ziprin equates intermarriage with sin. In 
so doing, he makes almost all Reform and Con- 
servative rabbis accomplices to the sinning. For 
it is they who perform these “sinful” intermar- 
riages. 

The position of The Post and the rabbis is 
exactly the same. The rabbis would much pre- 
fer to see these members of their congrega- 
tions marrying other members. So would The 


Post. But in view of the fact that refusal on 
the part of the rabbi to perform the marriage 
alienates the couple from Judaism, the rabhis 
have been forced to the conviction that they 
are doing what is best in view of all the con- 
siderations involved. 

Intermarriages have not been stopped or cur- 
tailed by interdict or by parental excommunica- 
tion. The Post's position on the issue is clear 
enough by now and no amount of word-juggling 
or name-calling will help the situation. 

It is possible that Mr. Ziprin is confusing in- 
termarriage with mixed-marriage. He should 
know that intermarriage is only between a Jew 
and a person who has been converted to Juda- 
ism. Mixed-marriage involves marriage of a 
Jew and a non-Jew. Almost all rabbis refuse te 
perform such a ceremony. 


San Fransisco Has A Lesson For U.S, Jewry 


O*; of the most unusual Jewish affairs in 
the U. S. took place last week in San 
Francisco. It was the San Francisco Jewish 
community marking the anniversary of the 
birth and death (both occurred on the same day 
of the week) of Moses. 

The affair was in the form of a kosher din- 
ner at San Francisco's plush Fairmount Hotel. 
The presidents and rabbis of every synagogue 
attended. The program consisted, as it does an- 
nually, of a talk by a local rabbi on Moses. 

Sponsor of the event was the Sinai Founda- 
tion, which in San Francisco is the communally- 
owned and operated Jewish funeral establish-

ment. Sinai, as it is familiarly known, takes 
care not only of the funeral but provides the 
burial ground, etc., for the whole community. 


Annually, it turns back to the community an 
amount between $30,000 and $40,000, 


Are there not more local ceremonies of this 
sort which have meaning for Jewish communi- 
ties? Here is one bit of evidence—and certain- 
ly there must be many more—of the creative- 
ness of the Jewish community. An invitation 
to the annual dinner in San Francisco is prized. 
It shows what can be done by the right attitude 
and the positive approach. 


Current Comment 


Payment of dues is only part of obliga- 
tions to the synagogue and meaningless un- 
less supported by regular attendance at serv- 
ices, Says Beth Israel News of New Orleans.— 
The Anglo-Jewish press tells us of a rabbi who 
has recommended to his Temple Board that the 
entire membership assume a pledge of attend- 
ing religious services at least twice a month. 
He believes this to be the only solution to the 
problem of attendance at religious services. 

Of course, we in America, basically believe 
in freedom of religion which also means free- 
dom from religion if one chooses that course of 
action. However, no one will deny that mem- 
bership in a group does involve certain obli- 
gations, It seems to me both reasonable and 
logical to say that belonging to a synagogue 
places definite obligations upon a person. The 
payment of dues, while important, is not the 
sum total of these obligations. The appearance 
of the individual at periods of worship is a 
moral obligation that comes with membership. 
In the final analysis a congregation’s greatest 
asset is the people who enter its doors. This 
is the true measure of its wealth and success. 
The individual who pays but doesn’t attend 
has created the means of maintaining a syna- 
gogue, but hasn’t helped in the ultimate goal, 
which is well attended, vital congregational ac- 
tivities. 

Is there anyone who will deny that the most 
important congregational activity of any syn- 
agogue is its scehdule of religious services, 


Certainly this ought not to be its only activity. 
Cultural, social and educational events of good 
taste are definitely within the sphere of syna- 
gogue life. I cannet agree with those who 
condemn every affair that might be described 
the synagogue is a house of assembly and 
Study, as well as a house of prayer. It is 
as secular in nature. After all, historically 
definitely, however, a house of prayer, This 
ought to be remembered at times, 

For most people, rightfully or otherwise, the 
‘prayers of Israel” which by tradition is a 
thrice daily routine has narrowed itself down 
to a weekly hour of prayer. When this sin- 
gle hour is neglected then a process of disin- 
tegration has set in that knows no bounds. 
We must rethink the meaning and significance 
of membership in the synagogue, 

To support an institution of religious and 
cultural significance, to be attended by others, 
is generosity overdone. Such unselfishness -be- 
comes a fault rather than a virtue. Help 
maintain the synagogue by caring not only for 
its physical requirements, but also by enter- 
ing its portals, thus giving it the spiritual as 
sistance it so richly deserves. It cannot op- 
erate in your lives or the lives of your children 
by remote control. Give your best to the syna- 
gogue by coming to the synagogue, Permit 
yourself the egotism of believing that your 
presence is anxiously anticipated. ‘The other 
needs of the synagogue will take care of them 
selves,

N. Y. PRINCIPAL HITS NJP STORY 
ON HEBREW FIGHT AS DISTORTED 


@ Editor, National Jewish Post: 

My attention as been called to 
an article published in your Fri- 
day, February 25, 1949 issue, by 
Brachya Cohen. I cannot help 
but protest against the many in- 
accuracies that were crowded in- 
to one short article. I am writing 
this letter of protest for the same 
reason that the Youth Commis- 
sion issued a report of its meet- 
ing with Dr, Meister; namely, 
to shed some light rather than 
heat on this controversy. The 
very least that your reporter 
could have done was to have read 
our report. May I quote briefly 
from it: 

“We presented our point of 
view; namely, the desirability 
of introducing Hebrew at the 
High School of Science. We 
pointed out our many activities 
over the years to foster the 
study of Hebrew as a cultural] 
language. We discussed theser- 
jousness to us of the school’s 
not providing Hebrew for those 
students who want it, Finally, 
we asked that most serious 
consideration be given to the 
introduction of the study of 
Hebrew into the curriculum by 
the Fall of 1949.” 

In his letter to Dr. Jansen, Mr. 
Moskowitz wrote: “I have been 
informed by our representative 
to the Youth Commission that 
the Committee which interviewed 
Dr. Meister urged upon him the 
necessity of the immediate jn- 
troduction ef Hbrew in the High 
School of Science,” How your 
correspondent can reconcile this 
article with these statements, I 
do not understand. 

By publishing your article, you 
have made no contribution to this 
controversy. You have smeared 
both me and the distinguished 
members of the Bronx Zionist 
Youth Commission who, by the 
way, unanimously backed our 
position. We have tried to do, 
by discussion and understanding, 
what some others have tried to 
do by shouts and threats. I com-

With this for background, The 
Post presents correspondent Co- 
hen in rebuttal: 

Mr. Rubinstein’s letter makes 
two points. 1. the article of Feb. 
25 contained “many = inaccura- 
cies,” 2. the Youth Commission 
committee report was in favor of 
Hebrew. This second point is de- 
fended by a quotation from a 
letter written by David Mosco- 
witz, president of the Bronx 
Zionist region. 

The Feb. 25 story said that 
Rubinstein was chairman of a 
Zionist Youth Commission com- 
mittee which met with Meister 
and issued an independent re- 
port (which I DID read) favor- 
able to Meister. In its report, the 
Rubinstein committee claimed 
representation of Bronx Zionis 
groups which the Bronx Zionist 
region denied, Rubinstein’s ina- 
bility to specifiy one inaccuracy 
in this account should be suf- 
ficient refutation of his letter. 

But Rubinstein has taken out- 
of-context quotations from corre- 
spondence to imply purity of 
motive on his own part and inef- 
ficiency plus smear iactics on the 
part of this correspondent.

made available, Hebrew would be 
added to his curriculum, Parents 
began negotiating for additional 
personnel (one teacher) and 
these negotiations were proceed- 
ing favorably. Despite the fact 
that Rubinstein knew of the 
Meister commitment (copies of 
the letter to Ross were distribu- 
td by Meister) he undertook to 
mediate the issue.

The parents, who were expec- 
tedting Hebrew to begin with the 
FEBRUARY, 1949 semester, were 
confronted with the Rubinstein 
report, in which his committee 
said it ‘felt assured that Hebrew 
would be introduced into Science 
(High School) as quickly as pos- 
sible. And, finally, al] of us 
agreed if it were possible to have 
this done by SEPTEMBER 1949, 
a great service would be done 
to the Jewish community.’ (Cap- 
itals are mine), 

The Rubinstein report under- 
cut the negotiations that were in 
progress with the board of educa- 
tion authorities for additional 
personne]. Parents openly re- 
sented Rubinstein’s interference 
and felt that his position on the 
same system should have disqual- 
ified him from entering the He- 
brew issue. After the report was 
released, the Bronx Zionist re- 
gion sent a letter signed by Mos- 
cowitz to board of education sup- 
erintendent Jansen, which stated: 

1. “I do not deem the report 
referred to as an official expres- 
sion ef the view of the Bronx 
Zionist region.” 

2, “The report in question 
must be taken as the view only 
of the individuals named there- 
in.” 

3. The letter denied the claim 
that Youth Commission organi- 
zations backed the Rubinstein 
report. 

The paragraph from the Mos- 
cowitz letter which Rubinstein 
quotes reads. as follows IN ITS 
FULL TEXT: 


“I have been informed by our 
representatives to the Youth 
Commission that the committee 
which interviewed Dr. Meister, 
urged upon him the necessity of 
the immediate introduction of 
Hebrew in the High School of 
Science AND I BELIEVE THAT 
NOTHING IN THIS REPORT 
SHOULD BE INTERPRETED 
AS ALTERING THIS VIEW.” 
(capitals mine). 

By quoting only part of the 
sentence in the Moscowitz letter, 
Rubinsten has_ distorted the 
Bronx region’s repudiation of 
his report into a justification. 

Following the release of the 
Moscowitz letter, Rubinstein re- 
signed as chairman of the Bronx 
Zionist youth commission. Sev- 
eral members of Bronx Hadas-

he ever miss a serviee there. For 
a man to do that until he reached 
the age of almost 96 years is 
quite a record. 

If a yahrzeit fell on a week day 
when our reform temple did not 
have services, he weuld attend 
Minion at Rabbi Finberg’s Con- 
servative synagogue. 

When he could not get to 
Temple he repeated his prayers 
at home. One Saturday after- 
noon about a year ago when Mr, 
Cohen wes confined to his home, 
I ealled on him and when I en- 
tered his room I must have inter- 


rupted him in his prayers  be- 
cause he laid down the Union 
prayer book which he had in his 
hands. 


When he would give a mem- 
ber of my family a gift it quite 
often consisted of a book with 
a Jewish content. His last gift to 
me two months ago was a book 
by Maurice Samuel, “The Prince 
of the Ghetto.” 


I would cansider Mr. Cohen a 
good American Jew, He loved 
being a Jew but also admired 
sincere adherents of other faiths 
and beliefs. Even in his old age 
he was alert and no matter in 
what sort of gathering he was 
placed, whether rich er poor, 
young or old, the well educafed 
or the uneducated he always 
made his kindly presence felt. Is 
it any wonder then that he was 
given honors by both Jew ard 
Christian alike? 

Mr. Cohen died this week and 
at his funeral yesterday over 400 
people crowded into his home to 
pay their last respects. Among 


these people were white and 
negro, Jew, Protestants and Cath- 
olics, 

Yes, Mr. Alfred M. Cohen was

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Veterans Adapt Unused Airplane Hanger For Temple

LEVITTOWN, L. I.—A congregation formed by a 
group of veterans in an old airplane hangar will 
celebrate its first birthday in a few weeks. 


The story begins last May when a group of the 
Jewish ex-Gl’s in Levittown, rated the largest all- 
veterans community in the U. S., decided there was 
a hole in their community that needed filling. 

They went to work, selling their program door to 
door and rapidly won support for a synagogue and 
a community center. 


At a public meeting, the young Jews voted to form 
a Conservative Congregation and to call themselves 
the Israel Community Center in honor of the first 
Jewish State which even then looked like a certainty. 


The arrival of the High Holy Days presented them 
with their first big problem. Everybody in Levit- 
town wanted to attend services and there was no 
accommodation for such numbers. 

So the backers looked around and found an old 
grease-stained airplane hangar that hadn’t been used 


company to donate 800 gallons of white paint. A 
local paint contractor agreed to donate the services 
of his painter. The veterans themselves built the ark, 
the women sewed the altar cloth, local funeral par- 
lors provided chairs, the United Synagogue loaned 
the Siddurs. In one way or another, what was needed 
was provided. 


When the great day arrived, 600 persons attended 
the services and most of them then and there joined 
the bustling new congregation. 


The young congregation then had a new problem: 
rent. A bazaar was the answer. Some 1,600 persons 
crowded the booths and the congregation had a fine 
piece of change for its coffers. 

With enthusiasm mounting, a demand arose for 
educational facilities for the children. The syna- 
gogue-center which they hoped for was a long 
time off. So the men got out their carpenter tools 
and finshed off the attics of two homes and put in 
chairs and school equipment. 

Every Sunday morning, 24 children between the 
ages of four and six report to “Sunday school.” 


Not that the high-riding congregation members 
don’t run into problems. There was the occasion 
when a couple of the veterans were working on one 
of the attics for the children's school. One man lost 
his balance and fell hip-deep through the plaster- 
board ceiling. 

Just at that moment, the occupant was frantically 
walking the floor with a baby who refused to stop 
erying. The startled owner, already sufficiently 
harassed by his yowling child, looked up to see a 
pair of legs dangling through his ceiling and almost 
called off the program then and there. 

The congregation now numbers 400 members. It 
has regular Friday evening services, has a busy sis- 
terhood, publishes a monthly bulletin, has created 
a building fund and has added much to the cultural 
and spiritual life of Levittown. 

To Lou Greenberg, the youthful president of the 
congregation, it’s all pretty wonderful. 

“Do you realize,” he asks, “that maybe 90 per cent 
of these people haven’t been in a synagogue since 
they were bar mitzvah? I guess we’re hungry for 
Jewish learning and Jewish life.”

Berger Says Will Stick to Battle 
Against Zionism; Raps New Haven

NEW YORK—The American Council for Judaism this week re- 
jected an invitation from Henry Hurwitz to join his fight against the 
American Jewish Committee and the Anti-Defamation League of 


B'nai P’rith 


The invitation was offered by the editor of the MENORAH JOUR- 


NAL at a meeting of the New 
York chapter of the anti-Zionist 
Council and was rejected by Rab- 
bi Elmer Berger, executive direc 
tor of the Council 

Hurwitz, carrying on his fight 
against the two major Jewish civ- 
ic defense agencies, told the or 


ter that the 
Council could 
justify its con- 


tinued existence 
by fighting the 
defense agencies. 

Berger said 
the Council 
would not attack 
the two agencies, 





asserting that BERGER 
“we are concerned only with one 
problem Jewish nationalism, 


and with whatever comes within 
that purview.” 


Rejecting Hurwitz appeal to 


drop the fight against Zionism, 
Rabbi Berger said the Council 


would continue its opposition to 
“Jewish nationalistic forces.” 

He said the Council is not op- 
posed to Israel, 

- Dr. Coffin Attacks 

At the same time, a Unitarian 
minister severely criticized an at- 
tack on American Zionism made 
by Dr. Henry Sloan Coffin, a mem- 
ber of the anti-Zionist Committee 
for Justice and Peace in the Holy 
Land. Rabbi Morris Lazaron, a 
Council director, is a member of 
that Commission. 

Dr. Sloan, who recently appear- 
ed at a meeting of the Council 
with a warning against the dan 
ger of “dual loyalty” in American 
Jewish support of Israel, made a 
new series of charges in an edi- 
torial in the Feb. 1 issue of “Chris- 
tianity and Crisis.” The editorial 
was called “Perils to America in 
the New Jewish State.” 

Calling Israel ‘this resurgence 
of fanatical Jewish nationalism,” 
Dr. Coffin said the new Jewish 
Republic had a “parasitic econom- 
ic basis,”’ which he considered pre- 
carious. 

He said he was disturbed by the 
peril which the new state might 
be to the United States and that 
he feared that the same political 
motives which led both the Demo- 
eratic and Republican parties last 
Summer to place a_ pro-Israel 
plank on Israel in their platforms 
“will bedevil our national issues," 

Suspected Hyphenates 

“Worse yet, many of our Jew- 
ish fellow citizens will gain for 
themselves the suspician of being 
hypenates,” he said. “No greater 
blunder coukd have been made by 
American Jewry than to espouse 


with anti-Semitism in this coun- 
try.” 

He said that Israeli military suc- 
cesses had encouraged fanatical 
elements in Israel “which can be 
counted on to demand the exten- 
sion of its borders and which will 
not stop their ruthless thrusts 
against unhappy, peaceful Mos- 
lem and Christian Arabs whose 
misfortune is to live within areas 
on which those elements had set 
their covetous eyes.” 

Watch Benighted Jews 

Dr. Coffin concluded that “for 
the present we can do nothing but 
accept the fact of this new na 
tion but we must be vigilant ia 

our opposition to those benighted 
elements in Jewry who will con- 
stanty agitate for American polit- 
ica) support for this precariously 
established infant state for which 
some group of partially-Ameri- 
canized Americans profess a sen- 
timental attachment.” 

In commenting on the attack 
from Dr. Coffin, Rabbi Berger 
said that it was an expression 
of what a great many Chris- 
tians feel but Karl M. Chwor- 
owsky, a Unitarian minister, 
blasted the editerial as ‘“ob- 
vious motivated by ill-will and 
conceived in ignorance and prej- 
udice.” 

“We have heard all this before 
both in the eloquent propaganda 
of the American Council for Juda- 
ism and in the perennial diatribes 
of those anti-Zionist and anti- 
Christian elements that have met 
every constructive effort to com- 
bat anti-Semitism and to secure 
Jewish survival, with bland indif- 
ference or with overt hostility,” 
the Unitarian minister said. 


He said the editorial came 
“with poor grace from an ack- 
nowledged leader in Christian 


thought and education to write so 
hysterically and wildly on a prob- 
lem towards the clarification and 
solution of which esxecially Chris- 
tian scholars and leaders should 
bring above all things a degree of 
willingness to be informed, a mea- 
sure of grace and charity, and a 
bit of good taste.” 

Rabbi Berger also said the ac- 
tion of the New Haven Jewish 
Community Council in rejecting 
the application of the New Haven 
Council chapter for membership 
“reflects no credit” on the Com- 
munity Council. Disclosure that 
the membership application had 
been rejected was made two 
weeks ago in Cleveland by Rabbi 
Irving F. Reichert of San Fran- 
cisco, a vice president of the

British Would Bar 


Yemenites From Aden 


LONDON — (JTA) — Jewish 
Jeaders here have approached 
the Colonial O‘fice to discuss the 
question of Yemenite Jewish re- 
fugees fleeing to Aden en route 
to Israel, it was learned this 
week. 

The Jewish leaders acted after 
a broadeast announcement that 
the British authorities in Aden 
have approached Yemen with a 
request that it cut off the flow 
of Jewish refugees to the British 
protectorate. The argument ad- 
vanced by the Aden authorities 
is that a further influx of Jews 
may bring a recurrence of anti- 
Jewish outbreaks in Aden. 


70,000 Jews Live 
Iu Turkey Now 


ISTANBUL — (JTA) -~- There 
are now some 70,000 Jews living 
in Turkey, it was revealed here 
this week in a survey released 
by the Jewish community. The 
survey. was conducted prior to 
the recent wave of migration to 
Israel. 


At that time there were 78,730 
Jews in Turkey, over 7,000 of 
whom have since emigrated. 
There are nearly 16,000 family 
units among the Turkish Jews, 
the poll disclosed. About 6,000 
families are described as having 
a “satisfactory economic posi- 
tion,” while 10,000 are listed as 
having “average” means.

Post-Hitler Synagogue 
Dedicated In Tears 


FRANKFURT (JTA)—tThe first 
Synagogue built since the end of 
the war in the U. S. zone of Ger- 
many was dedicated here this 
week by Dr. Wilhelm Weinberg, 
rabbi for the province of Hesse. 
A small group of Frankfurt Jews 
—the remnants of this city’s pre- 
war Jewish population of 20,000— 
participated in the ceremonies, 
which included lighting of the 
Eternal Light. 


The synagogue, housed in a 
building which was formerly a 
Jewish children’s home and was 
later transfovmed into a center 
for the children of Nazi Party 
members, is the only Jewish 
house in this city which at one 
time had 20 synagogues. Address- 
ing the small congregation in a 
tear-strained voice, Rabbi Wein- 
berg declared: “Our eyes are as 
Springs of tears when we recall 
our slain brethren. We will not 
accuse, but we will not forgive, 
for judgment is the Lord’s. We 
must not forget that for us the 
ultimate goal must be to return 
to our new but ancient home—Is 
rae].”

JEWISH LEADERS ASKED TO BACK 
CIO BID AT WELFARE AGENCIES

ST. LOUIS (NJP) 


Several hundred leaders in the St. Louis 


Jewish community were sent a complaint this week that the execu. 
tives and officers of the five major Jewish social agencies here have 


refused to recognize a CIO union 


as their bargaining agent. 


The letter, which gave no hint of any strike action, said that a 


majority of Jewish professional 
social workers here have desig- 
nated the United Office and Pro- 
fessional Workers, local 83, as 
their ba gaining agent. 

The Post learned that if the 
letter, signed by five of the out- 
Standing social workers in the 
agencies, brings no results, fur- 
ther steps will be taken by the 
union. 

Signers of the letter claimed 
that the boards of directors of the 
agencies consistently refused to 
deal with the elected representa- 
tives of the majority of the wo-k- 
ers, or to recognize the union. 

Reached the Limit 

“We do not threaten, but we 
have reached the limit of our pa- 
tience,” an employe told The Post. 
“Social workers are professional 
people, who have studied long at 
great expense to learn their busi- 
ness. Salaries paid in St. Louis 
are far below the national stand- 
ards,” 

The letter was signed by union 
representatives cf Council House, 
Jewish Child Welfare Association, 
Jewish Employment and Vozca- 
tional Service, Young Men’s He- 
brew Association and Jewish 
Family Service Agency.

Sou Big Tourist Rush 
To Visit Israel 


NEW YORK-—(NJP)—In the 
next five months, at Jeast 10.000 
tourists, both Jews and non- 
Jews, will enter Israel by ship 
and plane, Albert Schiff, presi- 
dent of the Israel Corp. of Amer- 
ica, predicted this week. 


Schiff made the prediction in 
connection with the announce- 
ment of the U. S. State Depart- 
ment removing all restrictions on 
the issuance of U. S. passports 
for travel to the Jewish State. 


Schiff said his group, set up 
by the Zionist Organization of 
America for investment by U. S. 
Jews in Israel, planned to build 
hotels in the larger Israeli cities 
to handle the in‘lux of tourists.
